St. Paul, Minn., June 16.—(TR) -Lese 
than 15 per cent of the more than a 
million voters registered had cast their 
ballots up to noon time today in Min­ 
nesota’s primary election. 
In the Twin Cities and other sec­ 
tions of the state, reports showed an 
extremely light vote compared with 
the 1928 presidential record vote of 
more than a million. 
Minneapolis, the home of Senator 
Thomas D. Schall; J. A. A. Burnquist, 
a candidate for the republican guber­ 
natorial nomination; and two republi­ 
can candidates for the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor nomination, showed less than IO 
per cent of the registered voters had 
been to the polls at noon time. 
Indications in St. Paul showed that 
possibly 
50,000 citizens 
would 
cast 
their votes as contrasted with 31,000 
ballots in the 1928 primary. That year’s 
primary set a low record in the num­ 
ber of ballots cast for the past few 
years. 
Election judges in other cities re­ 
ported light voting up to noon time.

Benting reality, Dr. Einstein said: 
"Space- brought to light by m ater­ 
ial bodies and raised to scientific real­ 
ity by Newton — has swallowed up 
ether and time and is about to swal­ 
low up also the field and corpuscular 
theory." 
The corpuscular theory of light was 
an early finding which contended that 
luminous bodies emit minute particles 
capable of passing through transpar­ 
ent substances and producing the sen- 
sat ion of light. 
The modern quantum 
J theory partly supports the corpuscular 
theory. 
Dr. Einstein then traced, in semi- 
historical fashion, the development of 
Ideas of geometry and space, admit­ 
ting that all theories must be based 
partly on sense experiences.

President Hoover's public assurance 
that he will make the Smoot-Hawley 
tariff bill a law within a few days was 
received with republican applause and 
democratic warnings in congress to­

In a Sunday night

signed to alleviate any apprehension 
which might exist, Mr. Hoover an­

"It Is urgent,” the president's state­ 
ment concluded, "that the uncertain­ 
ties in the business world, which have 
been added to by the long delay of 
adopting a new tariff measure, should 
be ended. 
"Meritorious demands for 
further 
protection to agriculture 
and 
labor 
have developed since the tariff of 1922 
would not end if this bill fails of en­ 
actment. 
"Agitation for legislative tarlfT revl- 
alon would necessarily continue before 
the country. Nothing would contri­ 
bute to retard business recovery more 
than this continued agitation. 
"I do not assume the rate structure 
In this or any other tariff bill Is per­ 
fect, but I am convinced that the dis­ 
posal of the whole question is urgent. 
"I believe that the flexible provisions 
can within reasonable time remedy 
Inequalities; that this provision is a 
progressive advance and gives great 
hope of taking the tariff away from 
politics, lobbying and log-rolling; that 
the bill gives protection to agriculture 
for the market of Its products and to 
several industries in need of such pro­ 
tection for the wage of their labor; 
that with returning normal conditions 
our foreign trade will continue to ex­ 
pand." 
A meeting of the senate judiciary 
committee was called today to con­ 
sider some pending nominations.

Berliq ^ J une 16.—(U.P)—A prediction 
th a t “BJNMe is destined to rem ain as 
the only theory representing reality” 
was m ade to the World Power Con­ 
ference today by Prof. 
Albert 
E in­ 
stein. 
The noted physicist, 
whose 
equa­ 
tions have been 
comprehensible 
to 
only a handful of learned scientists 
but nevertheless have 
captured 
the 
im agination of the world, discussed 
his theory of space in term s 
singu­ 
larly clear to the layman. 
He said it is illogical to rely on hu­ 
m an senses and their 
reactions 
for 
evolving a theory of physics of the 
universe, but he adm itted th at since 
men are human, all theories m ust be 
based partly on sense experiences. 
In discussing his theory th at space 
will rem ain as the only theory repre­ 
senting reality, Dr. Einstein said: 
“Space—brought to light by m ater­ 
ial bodies and raised to scientific real­ 
ity by Newton — has swallowed up 
ether and time and is about to swal­ 
low up also the field and corpuscular 
theory.” 
The corpuscular theory of light was 
an early finding which contended th at 
luminous bodies em it m inute particles 
capable of passing through transpar­ 
ent substances and producing the sen­ 
sation of light. The modern quantum 
theory partly supports the corpuscular 
theory. 
Dr. Einstein then traced, in semi- 
historical fashion, the development of 
ideas of geom etry and space, adm it­ 
ting that all theories m ust be based 
partly on sense experiences. 
“Form erly the finite world of solid 
bodies formed the basis of the first 
attem pt to reduce the sense 
experi­ 
ences to a logical system,” he said.

U sin g lice nae plates on a car other than the ear for which 
they were issued, is just as serious violation of the law as driving 
a car without plates, according to Earle Brown, chief of the state 
highway patrol. In fact, In the eyes of the patrolmen, it is a worse 
offense. If a man without plates on his car ran show that he has 
made application in Kood faith, he may Is* let off with a warning 
and instructions not to drive until he gets the plates. 
The man with wronjr plates will not fret off so easily. The 
misuse of plates immediately places him under suspicion of hav­ 
ing stolen the car or the plates, or both, if he is cleared of this 
suspicion, he will still he prosecuted for the misuse of plates. The 
plates may also la* confiscated and the car held until ownership is 
established and proper plates attached. 
License plates are not merely evidence that the tax on the 
car has been paid, Mr. Brown points out. They are intended to 
discourage theft and to aid in recovery of stolen cars. They also 
serve for identification purposes in case of accident or traffic law 
violations. Persons who loan plates to others are equally Rullty 
with the person usinj? suctf plates. They are also subject to em­ 
barrassment and investigation if the person to whom they are 
loaned is involved in an accident or guilty of breaking any law. 
A warning is also sounded by Mr. Brown against the use of 
dealers’ plates, home-made tags anc! other devices, in an effort to 
postpone buying licenses until July I, when the half-year rate goes 
into etfect. Dealers’ plates may be used only in demonstrating and 
transport!ng cars while they are owned by a dealer. “ License ap­ 
plied for” signs and affidavits have no standing in law. 
“Those who buy new cars this month and want to save half 
of the tax, can do so by having their cars delivered July I,” Mr. 
Brown says. “Those who want to drive new cars sooner should 
apply for license l**fore driving. The Secretary of State has depu­ 
ties in all the larger Cities who issue plates, and agents in a num­ 
ber of towns will receive applications and issue permits which are 
good until the plates arrive*. This official red-bordered permit is 
the only legal sulrstitute for a pair of license* plates.”

A Choil cli f/t to Chicago 


C h icago has now something more serious than the usual grist 
of gangster murders to think about, says the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. A newspaper reporter, who apparently had learned more 
than the underworld rulers of Chicago found comfortable. Mon­ 
day was a)iot down and killed in the sight of scores of persons In 
the Illinois Central Tunnel. Unless Chicago Is so hardened and 
inured to violence that no atrocity can arouse It, the city will be 
shocked by this crime into something more sidrsfantinl than the 
usual pillow fights between the authorities and the gangsters. 
There is, in the last analysis, only one reason why the under­ 
world is able to run wild In Chicago. That is the smug Indifference 
of Chicago itself. Up to now the stock reply of Chicago to all re­ 
proaches of its failure to clean out the gangs has been that What 
happens in the underworld is of no concern.to decent society. 
Perhaps the underworld has a closer grip on the city than 
Chicago has been willing to admit. In this present killing the iron 
hand makes itself felt. This was no ordinary gang murder, but a 
notice that the underworld will not brook Interference, it is a 
challenge which Chicago can not afford to let pass. Do the millions 
of ordinary respectable people living there run Chicago? Or Is 
America’s second largest city ruled by an underworld of boot­ 
leggers, liquor runners and gunmen? 
If Chicago is content to let this systematic criminalism Cor­ 
rupt the city, well and good, lf not, now is the time for Chicago 
to make good its txwst that it can be master in its own house 
whenever it wishes to be. The purgation may not be so easy as 
Chicago has complacently supposed.

No operator can keen his mind on identified data when the air 1« 
full of flying boards, brickbats, trucks, trees and stumps, We 
doubt if the usual anemometer for registering wind pressure, and 
the anemograph for registering force or direction of the wind are 
durable enough to outlast a gale for they are generally blown 
away by winds at over 80 miles an hour.

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Warning Against tining Tags on W rong Car 


USING license plates on a car other than the car for which 
they were issued, is just as serious violation of the law as driving 
a car without plates, according to Earle Brown, chief of the state 
highway patrol. In fact, in the eyes of the patrolmen, it is a worse 
offense. If a man without plates on his car can show that he has 
made application in good faith, he may be let off with a warning 
and instructions not to drive until he gets the plates. 
The man with wrong plates will not get off so easily. The 
misuse of plates immediately places him under suspicion of hav­ 
ing stolen the car or the plates, or both. If he is cleared of this 
suspicion, he will still be prosecuted for the misuse of plates. The 
plates may also be confiscated and the car held until ownership is 
established and proper plates attached. 
License plates are not merely evidence that the tax on the 
car has been paid, Mr. Brown points out. They are intended to 
discourage theft and to aid in recovery of stolen cars. They also 
serve for identification purposes in case of accident or traffic law 
violations. Persons who loan plates to others are equally guilty 
with the person using suctf plates. They are also subject to em­ 
barrassment and investigation if the person to whom they are 
loaned is involved in an accident or guilty of breaking any law. 
A warning is also sounded by Mr. Brown against the Use of 
dealers’ plates, home-made tags and other devices, in an effort to 
postpone buying licenses until July I, when the half-year rate goes 
into effect. Dealers’ plates may be used only in demonstrating and 
transporting cars while they are owned by a dealer. ‘‘License ap­ 
plied for” signs and affidavits have no standing in law. 
‘‘Those who buy new cars this month and want to save half 
of the tax, can do so by having their cars delivered July I,” Mr. 
Brown says. ‘‘Those who want to drive new cars sooner should 
apply for license before driving. The Secretary of State has depu­ 
ties in all the larger cities who issue plates, and agents in a num­ 
ber of towns will receive applications and issue permits which are 
good until the plates arrive. This official red-bordered permit is 
the only legal substitute for a pair of license plates.”

A Challenge to Chicago

• Chicago has now something more serious than the usual grist 
of gangster murders to think about, says the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. A newspaper reporter, who apparently bad learned more 
than the underworld rulers of Chicago found comfortable, Mon­ 
day was shot down and killed in the sight of scores of persons in 
the Illinois Central Tunnel. Unless Chicago Is so hardened and 
inured to violence that no atrocity can arouse It, the city will be 
shocked by this crime into something more substantial than the 
usual pillow fights between the authorities and the gangsters. 
There is, in the last analysis, only one reason why the under­ 
world is able to run wild in Chicago. That Is the smug indifference 
of Chicago itself. Up to now the stock reply of Chicago to all re­ 
proaches of its failure to clean out the gangs has been that wha! 
happens in the underworld is of no concern.to decent society. 
Perhaps the underworld has a closer grip on the city than 
Chicago has been willing to admit. In this present killing the Iron 
hand makes itself felt. This was no ordinary gang murder, but a 
notice that the underworld will not brook interference. It is a 
challenge which Chicago can not. afford to let pass. Do the millions 
of ordinary respectable people living there run Chicago? Or is 
America’s second largest city ruled by an underworld of boot­ 
leggers, liquor runners and gunmen? 
If Chicago is content to let this systematic criminalism cor­ 
rupt the city, well and good. If not, now is the time for Chicago 
to make good its boast that It can be master in its own house 
whenever it wishes to be. The purgation may not be so easy as 
Chicago has complacently supposed.

Y ears ago open porches were con­ 
sidered to be quite essential to a home 
and the wellequipped house was al­ 
ways constructed with roomy porches. 
Of recent years, however, the open 
porch seems to be on the wane, its 
place being taken by the sun room or 
sun parlor, as it is variously called. 
This change in design m ay be due 
to the influence of the city where the 
home owner preferred to do his loung­ 
ing in privacy, or to a lack of space 
to spread out' the structure. 
The enclosed sun room has a distinct 
advantage over the open porch in that 
it can be used during the entire year. 
The use of the open porch is largely 
restricted to the hot w eather of sum­ 
m er when the fam ily can sit out of 
doors in comfort. At m ost the open 
porch was used three m onths of the 
year, the rest of the tim e#being prac­ 
tically useless. 
By enclosing the porch and filling 
its walls with m any windows, the use­ 
fulness of the space becomes increased 
to a m arked degree. D uring the hot 
sum m er months the windows may be 
opened and screened, serving as effec­ 
tively as an open porch. L ater when 
the tem perature drops, the windows 
are closed and the sun porch becomes 
a comfortable, enclosed room. By in­ 
stalling a radiator or w arm air duct 
the sun room is available during the 
coldest days. It virtually becomes an­ 
other room of the house. 
The advantages of the 
sun 
room 
over the open porch are im m ediately 
apparent to the home-owner who finds 
when remodeling th a t the cost of en­ 
closing the porch is not excessive. 
Its advantages far outw eigh the ad­ 
ditional expenditure. 
T hus the cost 
of enclosing the porch becomes an in­ 
vestm ent that pays big returns in use 
and comfort.

“We have all observed how rust can 
spread from field to field as the season 
progresses and have seen how the rust 
blows in the wind as we cut badly 
rusted 
grain. 
This 
blowing 
and 
spreading is going on from early May, 
this rust may only spread a few feet 
in a day or with favorable conditions 
it may spread a few hundred. Since 
it is known by all of us that stem rust 
needs the Barberry on which to make 
its initial start in the spring, it is 
simple reasoning to see that the fewer 
Barberries we have the fewer starting 
places the rust will have. Those of us 
who have observed stem rust year af­ 
ter year in the field, both in this stale 
and in the Mississippi valley as a 
whole, can fully appreciate the folly of 
leaving Barberries stand and provide 
starting places for rust spreads in our 
own communities. 
“Those of us who have seen Bar­ 
berries grow know the multitude of 
berries each bush can produce in a 
single season, a bush that 
is old 
enough to bear fruit is a double men- 
ance to the community in which it ^isN 
located. 
It will not only spread rust, 
but will be the means of spreading 
hundreds of other bushes to the nearby 
pastures and wild lands. Every one 
of those berries is only too anxious to 
grow up into another Barberry and 
take up the work of spreading rust. 
We have areas right here in Minne­ 
sota where a few7 bushes have been 
kflown to spread arid cower acres. ' It 
is no exaggeration to state that if the 
Barberry is left unmolested 
in 
30 
years, in many parts of the stale, it 
would be as common as the raspberry 
and the gooseberry are now7. Condi 
tions such as these were reached in 
Germany w'ith the result that it be­ 
came 
unprofitable 
to 
grow 
small 
grains. 
After taking out the Barberry 
in these areas, they were again able 
to grow7 grains.

time rust in Denmark has been re 
duced to only a fraction of one per 
cent of what it used to he. 
“The United States Department o 
Agriculture is doing a man size job in 
its effort to fight the Barberry an 
has now succeeded in bringing th 
situation into a partial control, but 
the work can be brought to an earliei 
and more successful finish by the ct 
operation of every citizen.
